EIDXA REPEATER COMMITTEE REPORT 


The EIDXA repeater committee (WOMIN, KOVM, and WANIM) is pleased to report 
that implementation of our new club repeater is going very well; and the 
repeater should be fully operational ahead of the duly 4th schedule, 


As proposed in our implementation plan presented at the April 3rd meeting, 
the transmitter site was moved from its experiementa] location at KOVM's, 

to the permanent site at WANIM's QTH on April 25th and 26th. The installation 
started early Saturday morning and by Sunday afternoon the antennas were in 
place and the UHF receiver and VHF transmit equipment were all installed and 
operational. Thanks to KBOPR, KFAZ, WANIM, KDOQ, N4RR, and KBVM for getting 
the transmit site moved and on the air. Oh yes, special thanks to Carol - 
WAGLHB (W4NIM's XYL), who was trying to sleep on Saturday and Sunday mornings 
while the boys were in her yard playing "Let's Make a Repeater". And the 
tower climbers; can you imagine W4NIM and N4RR on a tower at the same time . 


During the first couple of weeks of operation, there were a few bugs that had 

to be worked out of the system; problems with the system logic and some noise 

on the UHF link. The logic problem was traced to some bad components. Noise 

on the UHF link was corrected by replacing W4NIM's temporary 5 element link 
antenna with a 10 element antenna, and moving it 15 feet higher on the tower 

to 40 feet. As of this writing, the system is operating very well at 40 watts, 
and the frequency selection seems to have been a good choice. ‘le have had 

no problem with intermod, and during some recent band openings the frequency 

was very quiet. Just in case there are still a few of you who still have not 
gotten the word, the EIDAA repeater fracuencies are 144.59 MHZ In/145.19 MHZ out. 
For those of you with synthesized radios, that means you tune your radio 145.19, 
set the mode switch to RPTR (or Duplex), and the offset to -600. How you're 
ready to talk to the other OXers on the EIDXA repeater. 


In our search to find a suitable PA, we had one donated by a prospective new 
member, Ed-KB@VU, who has just moved here from Hinnesota. Since this 130 

watt PA was donated, and since the heatsink was only $30, it is considered very 
suitable indeed. QVM is working on the PA now, and we expect to have it 
on-line by June Ist. Speaking of June ist, mark it on your calendar now. That's 
the date the EIDXA will officially move all club, spotting, and net activities 
to our own repeater. Simplex on 147.57 MHZ will become our alternate. When 
June Ist arrives, the EIDXA repeater will be fully operational, one month ahead 
of plan, and less than two months after the club voted to proceed with the 
repeater project. While we have had donations of money, equipment, and time, it 
could not have happened without the dedication and technical expertise of Al 
Groff KOVM (100 atta-boys for Al). Speaking of donations, here are some others: 


450 MHZ Link Transmit Antenna - N@FO 

450 MHZ Link Receiver Antenna - K—VM 

130 Watt PA - KBAVU 

Power Supply Parts - WBQUFL (I think!) 

Transmit site house, cabinet, power, and antenna space - W4NIM 


The repeater committee would like to thank members of the EIDXA for their 
support in making the repeater happen. Even though we're not quite done, it 

has been a fun project. Just a reminder that we have received $695 of 

the $795 pledged at the April 3rd meeting. To those of you who may have 
forgotten, please send your pledges to KOLUZ . We still need a few spare pieces, 
and an additional UHF renote contro] link transmitter to turn off the 

repeater in case of malfunction or misuse.
